Open cast site 
goes back 
to nature, 
and back to 
the public 


RESTORATION 
works on the former 
Margam open cast 
site near Kenfig Hill 
will be complete 
within the next year, 
when the site will 
re-open to the 
public, a spokesman 
for Bridgend 

County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has said. 

The spokesman said; 


“A new drainage system 
has already been created 
so that water which has 
filled the void remains at 
safe levels, while 
landscaping work on the 
surrounding land is 
progressing well and old 
industrial structures are 
being removed. 

“Some have already 
been demolished, while 
the main building will be 
knocked down this side 
of Christmas. 

“Many of the rights of 
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way throughout the 480- 
acre (195-hectare) site 
will also be reinstated by 
the end of 2018.” 

As the site sits on the 
border between Bridgend 
county borough and 
Neath Port Talbot, the 
two local authorities 
have worked together on 
the scheme with Natural 
Resources Wales and the 
Coal Authority, who are 
overseeing the works. 

Cllr Huw David, the 
Leader of BCBC, said: 
“Since coaling 

operations ended in 
2008, we have been one 
of the parties involved in 
discussions to consider 
the restoration, long-term 
safety and future use of 
the Margam open cast 
site. 

“Unfortunately, the 
original restoration 
scheme was not carried 
out by Celtic Energy and 
the land owners Oak 
Regeneration, so both 
councils have spent a 
considerable amount of 
time trying to resolve the 
issue, as we don’t have 
the funds to fully restore 
the site ourselves. 

“The site has been a 
concern for Kenfig Hill, 
Pyle and Cefn Cribwr 
residents for a number of 
years, and our main 
priority was always to 
make the site safe and 
deliver a solution that 
didn’t involve any 
further coaling 

operations. 

“Because the void had 
been filling with water 
for nearly a decade, an 
essential element of the 
scheme was to reduce the 
risk of flooding by 
creating an overflow 
channel which redirects 
water into the nearby 
river at a consistent flow. 
This work was 
completed recently.

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Nurse wins lifetime 
honour for ‘dedication

MORE than 30 
years devoted to 
patients with 
learning disabilities 
has seen an ABMU 
nurse honoured 
with a lifetime 
commitment award 
by the Paul Ridd 
Foundation. 

Christopher Griffiths 
was among the winners 
at the Baglan-based 
charity’s annual awards 
ceremony which 
celebrated work to 
improve healthcare for 
people with a learning 
disability. 

He was recognised 
not only for his long¬ 
standing commitment to 
learning disability but 
also for being 
instrumental in creating 
the ‘All-Wales Care 
Bundle’, a guide 
designed to help staff 
ensure vulnerable 
patients receive 
appropriate care during 
a stay in hospital. 

He trained as a 
learning disabilities 
nurse in 1982 and has 
spent most of career 
working in the 
community before 
becoming a consultant 
nurse in 2005. 

He has also passed 
on his expertise, 
lecturing to nursing 
students in Cardiff and 
Swansea. 

Chris, who leads 
ABMU’s Primary and 
Acute Learning 
Disability Service, has a 
special interest in 


meeting physical health 
care needs of people 
with a learning 
disability and remains 
passionate about 
addressing inequalities 
in their health care. 

He said: “I was 
surprised and delighted 
to receive the award. It 
is a testament to the 
remarkable progress the 
Primary and Acute LD 
Liaison Service is 
making to the care of 
people with a learning 
disability. I am so proud 
to be part of that.” 

Chris was presented 
with his award by Jayne 
Nicholls and Jonathan 
Ridd, who founded the 
charity in memory of 
their brother Paul, who 
died at Morriston 
Hospital in 2009. 

Other ABMU 
winners at the 
ceremony, which took 
place at the Aberavon 
Beach Hotel, included 
Karen Carpanini, Sian 
Berry and Sue Johnson, 
sister, staff nurses and 
learning disability 
champions at the Day 
Surgery Unit at Princess 
of Wales, who were all 
honoured in the 
Learning Disability 
Team category.

AROUND 200 people are set to 
benefit from heavy-duty winter 
clothing donated to 
homelessness charity, The 
Wallich.

Since September 2016, more than 
600 people have enrolled on the 
programme, of which 136 are now in 
work or self-employed; 211 have 
completed pre-employment training 
and 132 have gained industry 
qualifications. 

Nathan Bowles, non-executive 
director of Armadillo Supplies, said: 
“Given our line of work, we felt we 
could help those who are in need of 
some protection against the typically 
cold and unpredictable weather. We 
recognise that many of those who we 
are helping wouldn’t otherwise have 
the funds or means to have a new 
heavy-duty coat this winter. 

“We’re proud to not only see our 
donation support the rough sleepers’ 
intervention team in Bridgend, but also 
the BOSS project, too. There are 
certainly synergies that can be drawn

Jamie Per/zins 
murder: £10,000 
reward offered 
for information 


TWO months after 
the disappearance of 
Tonyrefail resident 
Jamie Perkins 
(right), the charity 
Crimestoppers is 
offering a reward of 
up to £10,000 for 
information that 
leads to the 
conviction of the 
person or people 
responsible for his 
murder. 

Jamie (41), was well 
known in the Gilfach 
Goch and Tonyrefail 
area. The last sighting 
of him was on October 
12 in Gilfach Goch. His 
body was discovered 
three weeks later on 
November 1 on Bog 
Lane in that area. 

It is believed that the 
answers to what 
happened to Jamie, and 
why he died, lie within 
that locality. 

Ella Rabaiotti, 
Crimestoppers manager 
for Wales, said: “Jamie 
had a young son, who 
will now have to grow 
up without his father. 

He will be sorely missed 
by his family, including 
his father and young 
son. The circumstances 
of how he was found are 
deeply distressing for 
his family. 

“There are a lot of 



questions that need 
answering surrounding 
Jamie’s murder, and I 
am asking local people 
to speak up and tell us 
what you know. 

“I promise that 
nobody will ever know 
that you contacted our 
charity, you will be 100 
per cent anonymous. 
Always.”

Corntown resident 
to get a pavement 
built from the 
village to the 
Golden Mile 

Country Inn has 
received the 

support of 350 
people. 

In September, 

Caroline Chester, a mum 
of three, told The GEM 
that she was keen to 
build on the community 
spirit created by a ‘Great 
Get Together’ event 
which was held in June 
at the village hall. 

The Golden Mile is 
the village’s ‘local’ and 
is just under half a mile 
out of the village, but it 
is a hazardous walk, 
particularly in darkness. 

At the time she first 
publicised the petition, 
Caroline explained: “At 
our ‘Great Get Together’ 
event in June residents 
came together, some 
having lived in the 
village for several 
decades who did not 
know many of the other 
people attending. 

“We want to change 
this and bring our 
community together, not 
just once or twice a year, 
but all year round. 

“Having the Golden 


Mile Country Inn on our 
doorstep would facilitate 
this. However, as a 
parent and a villager, 
sadly I would rather 
drive than walk because 
at the moment this is the 
safest option. 

“The speed limit on 
the road is 60 miles per 
hour, with no pavement, 
and it discourages locals 
from walking, or even 
from going to the pub.” 

Since Caroline’s 
initial appeal for support 
there has been some 
progress. 

Caroline said: “We 
have over 350 
signatures, online and 
handwritten, supporting 
the need for a pavement. 

“We also have the 
backing of Vale MP 
Alun Cairns, Cllr 
Christine Cave and 
support from the 


community council. 

“I have yet to hear 
from the Vale Council 
directly, but indirectly 
have heard that there is 
no funding available. 

“Recently there was 
an accident near the 
Golden Mile/quarry 
where a van came off the 
road - I’m sure funding 
would become available 
if there was a fatality due 
to the 60mph speed limit 
and no pavement for 
pedestrians. Why not 
prioritise it before such 
an incident occurs? 

Caroline says a 
pavement from the 
village to the A48, or at 
least to the quarry, 
would be a victory. 

She would welcome 
any suggestions as to 
how to take the 
campaign further 

forward.

£200k refurbishment 
for Nantymoel Mem 


THE Memorial Hall in 
Nantymoel will be redeveloped 
using £200,000 set aside by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to replace 
community facilities that have 
been lost in the village. 

Since 2013, the council has been 
working with community groups to 
bring forward a proposal to fill the gap 
that has been left in the Ogmore Valley 
following the demolition of the 
Berwyn Centre. 

Last week, cabinet members from 
the local authority agreed a business 
plan submitted by charitable 
organisation Nantymoel Boys and 
Girls Club and Community Centre for 
the Memorial Hall, known locally as 
the Mem, to be given a major 
refurbishment so that the venue can be 
used to attract events. 

A council spokesperson said that the 
aim is for the facility to be “completely 
sustainable within three years, with 
much of the revenue coming from 
room hire”. 

The Nantymoel Boys and Girls Club 


and Community Centre is a charitable 
incorporated organisation that has been 
formed by members of the Friends of 
The Berwyn and the Nantymoel Boys 
and Girls Club, which has been based 
at the Memorial Hall since 1923. 

The Nantymoel Boys and Girls Club 
and Community Centre group are 
working with the council’s Reach rural 
development team to bring their 
proposed development to fruition. 

The Berywn Centre was originally 
built in 1901 as the Nantymoel 
Workmen’s Hall and Institute. Until 
the 1960s the hall was used for 
community, education, cultural and 
social activities, but the building’s 
condition was already deteriorating 
and it needed a rescue package from 
the Ogmore and Garw Urban District 
Council in 1973 for the building to re¬ 
open as a theatre and arts centre. 

Attendance figures at the centre 
never recovered to their heyday of the 
1960s, and in 2007 the theatre was 
closed when the roof was found to be 
unsafe. The building was demolished 
in 2013 after BCBC said it would cost 
more than £2m to make the centre safe.

‘Pay rises for

He said it is not for the devolved administrations 
to fund the pay rises in devolved nations and that it 
is for the British Government to step up and increase 
the funding for public sector workers to ensure they 
get the pay rise they deserve.

The Porthcawl 
Christmas Morning 
Swim is now in its 53rd 
year and organisers 
expect to have more 
than 1,000 swimmers 
again this year, making 
it the largest event of its 
kind in the UK. 

The arrangements on 
the morning will be the 
same as last year. When 
swimmers register they 
will receive their 
commemorative mug 
before the Swim. 

Therefore, whether 
they have registered on 
line or on the morning 
they must come to the 
registration desk from 
10.30am onwards. 

Swimmers will leave 
the Hi-Tide Inn and 
gather at the top of the 
beach for the start at 
11.45am. A ‘start arch’ 
(weather permitting) 
will be erected on the 
beach so that every 
swimmer will file 
through in a similar way 
to last year. 

Porthcawl Coastguard 
will signal the start and 
the swimmers will then 
make their way down 
the beach through the 
spectators. 

Spokesperson, 
Marilyn Smith said: 
“Some friends of the 
swim travel home for 
Christmas, so we get 
swimmers and 
spectators from all over 
the UK and abroad too. 

“Last year, we had 
visitors from New 
Zealand, Canada and 
Germany, besides those 
who come from the 
south Wales area, all to 
enjoy a festive morning 
at Sandy Bay Porthcawl. 

“Running up to 
Christmas our small 
committee have to work 
tirelessly to raise enough 
money to fund the cost 
of the Swim, the 
souvenir programmes 
and the much sought- 
after Swim mugs. 

“The main aim of the 
Swim is to raise as 


much money as possible 
for our chosen charities, 
therefore we are relying 
on local people to help, 
either by swimming and 
getting sponsorship or, if 
you are a spectator, by 
giving generously to our 
bucket collection.

The Sent Into Space 
team visited the children 
for a classroom session 
to explain the process of 
the balloon release. The 
balloon was released 
with a camera located 
underneath to record all 
the activity of the launch 
and trip to space. 

As well as the camera, 
we attached a watch so 
we could monitor the 
time lapse and 
atmospheric effect on the 
watch. During the flight, 
the Sent Into Space team 
chased the balloon to 
monitor its progress and 
we were delighted to 
learn the balloon went 
29.7 kilometres into the 
atmosphere and travelled 
as far as Oxford. 

Children were 

fascinated with the 
launch but the photos we 
received bought the 
whole experiment to life.

campaigns undertaken by its team 
players.

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Trainer Talk - Jonathan Tudor by Brian Lee

THE best-known 
Tudor in Welsh 
pointing may be 
former champion 
jockey James, but 
Jonathan is fast 
making a name for 
himself as one of 
the most astute 
handlers in the 
sport. 

With an expanding 
stable including 
established names such 
as last year’s Dunraven 
Bowl winner Repeat 
Business, 2016 Subaru 
Champion Northgeorge 
and the useful High 
Hatton, Jonathan will 
have 15 to run this 
season. He tells me 
how he is hoping to 
spread his reputation 
far beyond his Merthyr 
Mawr (near Bridgend) 
base. 

“I’m a farmer and a 
butcher by profession. 
We have about 200 
ewes and used to have 
shops across the 
Rhondda Valley,” 
Jonathan tells me when 
asked about how he got 
involved in pointing. 
“But my grandfather - 
a horse dealer who 
used to buy and sell pit 
ponies - and father 
hunted and we’ve 
always been into 
racing. Dad was MFH 
for the Llangeinor for 
35 years - I’m just on 
my first season!” 

Jonathan, who rode 
75 winners - “73 
points and two Hunter 
Chases including the 
Times Final at 
Towcester on St Helens 
Boy in 1988” - came 
into the sport through 
the usual route of pony 
club, hunting, show 
jumping and cross¬ 
country and had his 
first ride on Bright 
Hope at Llanvapley in 
1981. 

“I was 16 on the 
Thursday and rode on 
the Saturday nine days 
later,” he recalls. “Dad 
bought me a maiden to 
start on but we ran in a 
Men’s Open! The plan 
was to jump round the 
back and have a safe 
ride - we pulled up, 
and I wouldn’t have 
worried if I’d never 
ridden again!” 

However, the pair 
persevered, and 
Jonathan scored for the 
first time at Scoveston

Fort in 1983, on his 
18th birthday. “I 
would have won there 
the year before,” he 
smiled, “but Paul 
Hamer squeezed me 
out. I don’t hold it 
against him though - I 
was best man at his 
wedding!” Did he say 
anything to the 
stewards, I innocently 
ask? 

“That’s a waste of 
time in Wales!” he 
responds, grinning 
broadly. 

While Jonathan had 
his biggest success in 
the saddle on St Helens 
Boy, he names mare 
Kelly’s Double as the 
best he rode. “She won 
three points in the late 
1980s,” he tells me, 
“including beating 
[prolific winner] 
Dingbat at 

Bredwardine. She was 
favourite for a Novice 
Hunter Chase at Ascot 
but it was snowed off 
and she broke her 
pelvis a few days later. 
She would have been 
as good as St Helens 
Boy." 

Jonathan cites his 
reason for retiring in 
1999 as “weight - 
simple!” and moved 
seamlessly into 
training. “I always had 
one or two and have 
always trained for 
Ralph Thomas, who 
owned the point-to- 
point course at St 
Hilary,” he explains, 
“and I used to have a 
permit.” 

His first winner 
came when Parsons 
Pride - owned by 
Jonathan’s brother-in- 
law Jeffrey Bird and 
ridden by James - 
scored at Worcester at 
66/1 but the pointer 
that put him on the map 
was Mins gill Mans. 

“He won 13 races,” 
Jonathan tells me 
fondly, “including the 
Crudwell Cup at 
Coldharbour three 
times, and he was 
second twice in the 
Dunraven Bowl at 
Chepstow. Every 
Welshman with a 
pointer wants to win 
the Dunraven and we 
finally did it last year 
with Repeat Business." 

Jonathan’s score has 
reached double figures 
in each of the last three 
seasons, which he puts 
down to an

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improvement in the 
quality of horses he 
trains. 

“We’re buying 
better,” he admits. 
“We’re trying to buy 
what we want, not what 
people want us to train. 
We get orders, but we 
l ik e to find horses to 
fit.” The emphasis 
here is very much on 
the “we”, with the team 
consisting of Jonathan, 
James and Jeffrey. The 
latter explains how 
they work. “I wanted 
to buy a young horse 
good enough for hunter 
chasing, with the 
intention of winning 
the Dunraven,” Jeffrey 
tells me. 

“We went to 
Doncaster sales and 
shortlisted six horses 
each -1 go through the 
book with geekish 
enthusiasm, while 
James is very good on 
the form. Repeat 
Business was on each 
of our lists, so James 
bought him.” 

As for his hopes and 
aspirations, the trainer 
is guarded. “My 
mother always said we 
have Gold Cup horses 
in January and 
knackers in March,” he 
laughs. Locally-based 
Nick Williams, 
returning to the saddle 
after a two-year break, 
is expected to take the 
bulk of the mounts 
while Jonathan also 
expects to give a few 
mounts to 16-year-old 
Connor Brace, 
grandson of pointing 
stalwart David, and 
there’s the small matter 
of son Jack also turning 
16 during the season... 

When I visit 
Jonathan’s yard, he is 
about to canter three of 
his string - 

Northgeorge (ridden by 
Glen Phillips - “My 
right-hand man who 
rides anything, he spent 
over 25 years with 
Bryn Palling”) - 
unraced six-year-old 
Dubai Or Dingle, who 
runs at Bishops Court 
this weekend 
(Jonathan’s daughter 
Olivia), and an 
unnamed Babodana 
four-year-old (Jack) - 
up ‘The Big Dipper’, a 
local sand dune that is 
the second-highest in 
Europe. 

The morning’s work 
over, we retire to the 
Tudor kitchen for 
coffee, and sitting there 
is a real family affair. 
As well as Jonathan, 
Judith, Olivia and Jack, 
James and Jeffrey, I 
chat with jockey 
Richard Patrick 
(Olivia’s partner) and 
Martyn David, father of 


Evan and Tom! Talk 
turns, as it so often 
does, to the state of the 
sport of point-to- 
pointing and - 
unsurprisingly - the 
Tudor clan has a wide 
range of views. 

We start on the 
contentious issue of 
Hunter Certificates for 
point-to-pointers and 
the proposed change to 
a centralised fee for the 
2018/2019 season. 

“Any sensible horse 
we’ve got, it hunts,” 
confirms Jonathan. 
“They carry me. Jack, 
my daughters (Alice 
and Harriet also ride), 
friends... High Hatton 
goes out about a dozen 
times a year and I ride 
him myself.” And as 
for the changes to the 
rules? “The one about 
pointers not needing to 
hunt could have been 
left unsaid - and I’m 
totally against the plan 
for the flat fee (next 
year). 

“The MFHA is 
trying to get it in 
through the back door,” 
continues Jonathan, 

“but I think it will 
cause a rift in every 
hunt. I know they want 
a level playing field, 
but I feel it should be 
up to the individual 
hunt to control it and 
up to the MFHA to 
control the people who 
are stepping out of 
line!” 

Jeffrey’s main gripe 
is Hunter Chase 
eligibility. “They 
should make more of 
them grassroots races, 
including the 
foxhunters - it should 
be the pinnacle for 
point-to-pointers. I’d 
accept a reduction in 
the number of races if 
they’re not open to 
professional yards, but 
having said that, I’ve 
got no problem taking 
on the likes of Paul 
Nicholls - we sent 
High Hatton to 
Musselburgh last 
season to race against 
Wonderful Charm.” 

Not surprisingly for 
an ex-champion, James 
has strong views on 
what does work, and 
what he would change 
in the sport. “Club 
Conditions races are 
the way forward,” he 
affirms. “They mean 
you don’t have to take 
on the good ones in 
Opens - horses who’s 
finish third or fourth in 
an Open can be 
competitive.” 

He would like to see 
a removal of the cap on 
prize money. “I 
wouldn’t limit it. If 
hunts can do what they 
want, you might take a 


horse to a race you 
wouldn’t otherwise, for 
the prize money. And 
if a hunt wants to put 
on a £10,000 race, 
good luck to them.” 

With apologies to 
Andrew Merriam and 
Clare Hazell, I ask 
Jonathan what he 
would do if he were in 
charge of the PPA. 

“I’d standardise entry 
fees at £25 a race, with 
no need to give out 
passes - we paid £45 at 
some meetings last 
year.” He agrees with 
James on prize money. 
“It should be as much 
as you can get. £130 is 
a joke, especially when 
they’re pony racing for 
three grand in Ireland.” 

“They were racing 
for the same money 
when Dad was riding,” 
chips in James, while 
Judith adds: “I’ve been 
meeting secretary for 
the Llangeinor for 22 
years and the prize 
money has only gone 
up once.” 

Jonathan’s next 
suggestion is more 
leftfield, but one I 
heartily condone. 
“Owners should help at 
their local point-to- 
point,” he suggests. “If 
everyone gave an hour 
of their time, a meeting 
would be much easier 
to run!” 

The kitchen is a 
babble of voices as I 
ask the Tudors and 
their friends what they 
love about pointing. 

For Jonathan, it’s: “The 
people, the friendship, 
the banter, Dai Gibbs - 
he cracks me up! I’ve 
made some fantastic 
friends and we’ve had 
loads of funny 
moments -1 remember 
Dai Jones once 
weighing out for three 
jockeys in the same 
race without getting off 
the scales: he was 
slimmer then!” 

Olivia stresses the 
family nature of the 
sport: “We’ve all 
become friends with 
their children too,” and 
Judith agrees, saying: 
“It’s nice that we all go 
as a family. Jonathan’s 
the most optimistic 
bloke there is,” she 
continues. 

“He dances across 
the landing every race 
day morning, singing 
“We’re going to have a 
winner’!” Martyn 
David, quiet until now, 
interjects deadpan from 
the corner. “In his 
underpants...” 

In The Saddle: 
Jack Tudor 

I FIRST remember 
seeing Jack Tudor 
ride at Bredwardine 


in May 2014, when he 
had just turned 12, 
and he impressed me 
with his coolness on 
She^s Agoodun, 
beating older rivals in 
a pony race. He turns 
16 on May 9 and 
plans to have his first 
rides over fences just 
four days later, at 
Lower Machen. 

“I haven’t chosen 
my horse yet,” he 
laughs, “but I’d like to 
ride Desert Roe 
(entered at Bishops 
Court on Sunday) - he 
jumps well, and is 
probably the safest 
horse in the yard!” 

Jack, who has ridden 
“roughly” 15 pony race 
winners to date, scored 
for the first time on 
only his second mount, 
Bugsy at Bonvilston, at 
the tender age of nine. 
He laughs again when I 
ask about his rivahy 
with Conor Brace (the 
two are inseparable on 
the racecourse). 

“We’re good mates,” 
confirms Jack. “I don’t 
beat him very often!” 

Asked about how he 
sees his future. Jack is 
commendably 
ambitious. “I’d like to 
ride for two or three 
seasons in points, make 
a name for myself, then 
turn conditional - just 
like James Bowen and 
Richard Patrick.” And 
as the latest in the 
Tudor racing dynasty, 
who’s to say he can’t 
succeed? 

Jonathan Ihdor’s 
Five to Follow 
Double Dipper 
“An ex-Irish five-year- 
old, owned by Jeffrey 
who was third at the 
end of June and we 
think he might be nice. 
He’ll be out at the end 
of January.” 

High Hatton 
“I think he’s the stable 
star, because I bought 
him - James and 
Jeffrey disagree. 


because they bought 
Repeat Businessl He’ll 
have a couple of runs 
then may be a mount 
for Jack later in the 
season in Novice 
Riders races, although 
he may go for the John 
Corbet again (he was 
third in 2016).” 
Northgeorge 
“The toughest horse 
I’ve ever trained (he 
ran 12 times in 
2015/2016 and nine 
last season) and comes 
back bucking and 
kicking after every 
race. Disappointed in 
the John Corbet and 
will stick to points this 
time. He’ll be out 
around Christmas 
time.” 

Repeat Business 
“Will start off in points 
and we’ll aim at a 
Hunter Chase later on - 


maybe the United 
Hunts Cup at 
Cheltenham. He needs 
to be mentally and 
physically right - when 
he is, he’s brilliant. 

He’s not entirely 
reliable but we love 
him to bits. We dream 
about going for one of 
the big ones, but then 
we wake up!”

“We bought him at 
Ascot in August to 
order for a former 
owner of mine, who 
wants to get back in the 
game. They want to 
name him after their 
last horse, so he’ll 
probably be called 
Billy-Gwyn II!

Planning 
to create a 
new colony 
next year 


HAS winter finally 
arrived? Single 
figure temperatures 
and even some 
snow would suggest 
it has. 

However, yet to come 
are wet and windy 
weather patterns 

accompanied by double 
figure temperatures, and 
such conditions will 
certainly encourage the 
bees to venture outside. 

In the main, there is 
much less external 
activity. However, when 
favourable temperatures 
do occur, out come the 
bees. 

Here at Fonmon, all 
colonies are well 
provisioned and have 
had Varroa control 
treatment earlier in the 
year. 

The mesh floors allow 
dead mites and hive 
debris to fall into the 
trays under them and 
yield information to the

beekeeper as to the 
position of the colony 
within, and gives some 
idea of the mite 
situation. 

I still have a swarm 
box up in a tree 
alongside the main 
apiary, and it is 
occupied. There was 
some interest shown in 
acquiring this swarm 
from two people but that 
never happened, and it is 
my intention to lower 
them down and site them 
in the main apiary. 

This cannot be done 
until there is a prolonged 
spell of cold weather that 
will confine the swarm 
to their box. If I try to 
move them while they 
are still active, the flying 
bees will keep returning 
to the location that they 
occupied before the 
move i.e. the tree, and 
will perish. 

Once the move is 
carried out and the 
swarm survive the 
winter, it will be next 
spring before any 
internal inspection can 
be carried out. The 
swarm box is really only 
a temporary home and 
the bees within should 
be transferred to a proper 
hive as soon as possible. 

Once they are at 
ground level and in the 
apiary, they will stay as 
they are. Because the 
swarm box is only 
temporary, it does not 
hold a full complement 
of frames, there is a lot 
of space within. The 
bees will have built 
comb to fill the space 
and provide themselves 
with living and storage 
space. 

A swarm is pre¬ 
programmed to build a 
new home and they do 
precisely that. The 
downside here is that of 
instead of the new comb 
being built in nice 
wooden frames, it will 
be attached to what is the 
roof of the box and when 
it comes time to inspect 
them, the lifting of the 
roof will also lift the 
attached comb - it will 
be interesting, to say the 
least. 

Care and patience 
should see a successful 
outcome; it will be tricky 
and as I hope to have a 
new beekeeper present 
who will be giving this 
swarm a new home. 
Some beekeeping know¬ 
how will be passed on. 

Meanwhile, I have 
repairs to the apiary 
structure to carry out. A 
new entrance gate is 
long overdue, the 
workbench is collapsing 
and the vegetation 
requires cutting back. 

All will be done 
before spring arrives and 
before the beekeeping 
year picks up once 
more - 

watch this space.

Pontycymer

THE first project 
created using 

Bridgend County 
Borough’s new 
Community Action 
Fund is a Garw 
Valley youth club 
for young people 
aged between 8 and 
11 years of age. 
Some 65 children 
are reported to have 
signed up. 

Based at the Halo 
Leisure Centre in 
Pontycymer, the youth 
club opened its doors for 
the first time officially 
last Friday, following a 
successful trial period. 

The club runs every 
Friday evening with the 
first hour from 6pm to 
7pm devoted to skates 
and scooters, with indoor 
ramps made available. 
From 7pm to 9pm it 
becomes an open youth 
club with football, arts 
and crafts, games, music 
and more. 

The youth club has 
been developed, and will 
be run, by local 
volunteers. 

Cllr Rod Shaw, who 


represents the 

Pontycymer ward on 

Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC), said: “This is a 
community-driven 
project in every sense, 
and I am delighted that it 
has brought local people 
together in the planning 
and development of what 
we all feel is going to be 
a very valuable new 
facility for the Garw. 

“When we asked for 
suggestions on how the 
funding could be best 
used, a youth club was by 
far the most popular idea. 
Before applying for 
funding we tested the 
water with a pilot 
scheme, and were 
amazed at how popular 
and successful it was.” 

Introduced by BCBC 
earlier this year and 
believed to be the first of 
its kind in Wales, the 
Community Action Fund 
enables each of the area’s 
54 elected members to 
apply for funding of up to 
£5,000 [£270,000 in 

total] which can be used 
to carry out 

improvements within 
their wards.

W HEN a 

person dies, 
someone, 
usually a family 
member, has the 
responsibility of 
dealing with that 
person’s estate. 

This may include 
establishing what assets 
and liabilities that 
person had and working 
out whether a ‘Grant of 
Probate’ will be needed 
to administer the estate.

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‘Come up with 
the goods’ indoor 
traders tell council 


THE future of Bridgend 
Indoor Market, which dates 
back to 1837, is in danger 
because of high rents, and 
unsympathetic administration 
by the county borough 
council, a trader has claimed. 

Martin Nagle, who has run stalls 
there for 20 years, told The GEM that 
10 stalls remained currently empty, 
others are struggling and the council 
appears unsympathetic to their plight. 

He explained: “The market has 
about 10 out of 26 stalls which are 
unoccupied at the moment. 

“There are probably a number of 
reasons for this, but the main reason is 
the high rents charged by the 
landlords. 

“The market is administered by 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC). As a result of our 
representations they carried out a 
review into the operation of the 
market. 

“Not much came out of this review, 
but an offer to all existing stallholders 
of a 15 per cent reduction in the basic 
rent from December 1 to March 31 
2018. 

“This was offered to us at the end 
of October and we were advised to 
‘take it or leave it’ as they would not 
enter into any negotiations or 
discussion about it.” 

That offer did not include a 


reduction for the additional air 
conditioning charge. 

Martin said that traders reluctantly 
felt obliged to accept the offer, but 
there was a sting in the tail. 

“We were expecting the reduction 
to be implemented in the weekly rent 
paid in arrears on December 8. 

“We were astonished to be told at 
5.59pm on that day, following a phone 
call in the morning to the market 
manager, that the reduction would be 
paid as a one-off payment at the end 
of the financial year in April 2018. 

“This was never told to us - or 
even hinted at in the meeting with a 
council official in October, or in any 
subsequent emails or telephone 
conversations since then.” 

Martin said he felt it was unfair of 
the council and hopes they will 
consider reversing their decision. 

“Many of us had made decisions 
about our immediate financial 
planning on the basis of receiving this 
discount.” 

Martin had spent some money on 
advertising in the pre-Christmas run¬ 
up. 

He added: “Most businesses here 
are struggling and in a perilous 
position. Six have closed this year.” 

The GEM approached Bridgend 
County Borough Council for a 
response, but at the time of going to 
press had not received one. We hope 
to publish a reply next week.

Cllr David added: “The void has 
become a lake that measures about 
765 yards (700 metres) at its widest 
point, while trees and shrubs have 
been planted and large areas have 
been sprayed with grass seed so it will 
soon be a much greener site that 
residents can enjoy and where nature 
can flourish.” 

Cllr David added: “Special care 
was taken during the clearing works 
as the site contains a number of 
protected species including great 
crested newt, dormice and otters. The 


future plans will ensure that the long¬ 
term management of their habitat is 
not only maintained, but enhanced.” 

A BCBC spokesperson added: 
“The restoration is costing around 
£5.5 m and is being financed by the 
money in the restoration fund that was 
set up by the site operator as part of 
the final phase of coaling. Neither 
council is contributing any funding 
towards the restoration. 

“The Coal Authority is overseeing 
the distribution of funds to ensure that 
the works are carried out within 
budget.”

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James Franco’s telling of 
the making of The Room is 
anything but a Disaster... 


T here are 

many films that 
can be 

described as being the 
worst film ever made; 
however, only one has 
adopted that mantle 
and embraced it, and 
that is Tommy 
Wiseau’s The Room. 

A film that is 
genuinely awful, it has 
nonetheless picked up a 
cult following (and made 
something of a hero out 
of director/writer/actor 
Wiseau) and now the 
making of the film is 
chronicled in The 
Disaster Artist. 

Directed by James 
Franco, it tells of a 
meeting between Greg 
(Dave Franco) and 
Tommy (James Franco) 
at an acting class. When 
the pair move to Los 
Angeles to try and 
further their careers. 
Tommy uses his savings 
to make his passion 
project. The Room, after 
Greg suggests the only 
way they will star in a 
film will be if they make 
it themselves. 

However, the finished 
product is less than 
impressive, but suddenly 
takes on a life of its 
own, one neither Greg or 
Tommy are prepared 
for... 

There’s a point, about 
two-thirds of the way 
through The Disaster 
Artist where one of the 


cast members of The 
Room, after a morning 
of working in 100 
degree heat with no air 
conditioning, shuts down 
the grumblings of her 
cast mates by saying that 
“...even the worst day on 
a movie set is better than 
the best day anywhere 
else.” 

And that is what the 
core of The Disaster 
Artist is about - the 
magic of cinema, the 
lure of stardom and 
success. Yes, it’s a story 
about one man’s 
unwitting folly, a 
negative that is turned 
(somehow) into a 
positive, but James 
Franco’s 

sympathetically-told film 
is one that strives to 
show the good rather 
than laugh at someone 
doing nothing more than 
chasing their dream. 

The real Tommy 
Wiseau is so mysterious 
that calling him an 
enigma doesn’t really 
suffice - indeterminate 
age, indeterminate 
nationality (despite his 
thick eastern European 
accent, he says he’s from 
New Orleans) and a man 
of indeterminate means 
(estimates put The Room 
as costing Wiseau 
personally $6 million). 
He’s a character ripe for 
poking fun at, but what’s 
so wonderful both about 
James Franco’s 
performance and the

way he’s written, is that 
they get to the man 
beneath the mystery. 

He’s just a guy who 
wants to be an actor, 
determined to achieve 
his goal no matter what, 
and while Franco nails 
Wiseau’s off-kilter 
personality, he never 
strays into lampooning 
him. A scene that 
features Wiseau 
interrupting a 
Hollywood producer’s 
dinner in a fancy 
restaurant runs the 
gamut from being 
hilarious to 
heartbreaking, 
beautifully conveyed by 
Franco’s superb 
performance, as he is 
given some harsh truths. 

Opposite him, his 
brother Dave delivers a 
superb turn as Greg, the 
young man caught up in 
the hurricane that is 


Wiseau, his dreams of 
making it in the film 
business masking any 
concerns he (and his 
mother) may have about 
Wiseau’s intentions or 
his lack of transparency. 

The pair’s arc treads a 
familiar path - the far 
more conventional Greg 
making a fair fist of his 
move to Los Angeles, 
while the less- 
conventional Wiseau 
struggles, leading to 
conflict - but the pair’s 
performances infuse the 
characters, and the film 
overall, with a sense of 
tenderness, just two guys 
doing what they can to 
achieve success doing 
what they love. 

Franco’s profile 
means that the likes of 
Seth Rogen, Alison Brie, 
Zac Efron, Ari Graynor 
and more all pop up in 
roles big and small, and 
they all enrich the film, 
but this hangs on the 
central turns of the 
Eranco brothers and they 
deliver superbly. 

The direction is 
excellent, low-key and 
intimate but one that lets 
the story drive 
proceedings, while the 
recreations of the scenes 
of The Room are perfect 
(the credits highlighting 
just how close Eranco 
has got to the original). 

Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H Weber’s 
script knows to play for 
laughs, but underpins it 


all with a solid 
foundation of making 
the laughs feel incidental 
to the story. As the film 
slips into the final third, 
and the fall comes 
before the pride, there’s 
more emphasis on drama 
as things don’t go to 
plan, but it all flows 
naturally and come the 
conclusion, as a victory 
is snatched from the 
jaws of defeat, you can’t 
help but feel pleased for 
Tommy and Greg. 

It says much of this 
film that the overriding 
feeling is one of joy - 
rather than concentrate 
on the shortcomings of 
the source material. The 
Disaster Artist revels in 
the making of it and the 
enthusiasm of people 
striving to achieve their 
dreams no matter what, 
in what is a truly 
engaging piece of work. 

VERDICT: Amusing 
and uplifting, James 
Eranco’s telling of the 
making of The Room is a 
real success. The 
Disaster Artist 
compelling and hugely 
satisfying. The 
performances are 
excellent, the tone pitch- 
perfect, and its lack of 
mockeiy makes it hugely 
endearing, a real triumph 
of a film. Highly 
recommended.

A Winter’s tail: shocking 
reasons people why 
give up a dog revealed 


“HE wasn’t a vegetarian” or 
“didn’t like being dressed up”. 

These are some of the reasons 
given to Dogs Trust, which is 
braced for an influx of unwanted 
dogs, from owners wishing to 
give up their pet. 

Dogs Trust Bridgend is bracing 
itself for the post-Christmas influx of 
unwanted dogs and is asking the public 
to remember the charity’s slogan ‘A 
dog is for life, not just for Christmas’ 
after a year of bizarre reasons offered 
by people giving up their dog. 

The Pen-y-Eai-based Rehoming 
Centre received 18 calls a day from 
people looking to give up their dogs in 
the month following Christmas last 
year. 

Reasons over 2017 included: 

• I won a free holiday and I couldn’t 
take my dogs with me 

• I’m a vegetarian but he always 
wanted to eat meat 

• I got him as a secret Santa present 

• She was too friendly and wanted to 
greet every dog and human we met on 
a walk 

• He was panting too much 

• He didn’t like it when we played 
dress up 

• She sleeps in her own bed all 
night; I thought she would want to 
sleep in my bed. 

To bring the message home the 
charity has created a video called 
“Why I left you” with a twist which 
highlights the carefree attitude that 
some people display towards dog 
ownership. 

The charity’s slogan has proved just 
as meaningful today as it was when 
first coined nearly 40 years ago as a 
new survey reveals almost 10 per cent 
of dog owners in Wales spend less than 
two weeks researching before buying a

dog and 7 per cent confessed to buying 
a dog simply because it was a cute 
accessory. 

The survey also suggested that one 
in 15 people admit to buying or 
receiving a dog as a Christmas gift. 

Eollowing 593 calls in the weeks 
following Christmas last year from 
people unable to care for their dogs. 
Dogs Trust Bridgend are preparing 
themselves as they expect to take in 
many dogs in the weeks following the 
festive period. 

Angela Wetherall, Rehoming Centre 
Manager at Dogs Trust Bridgend, 
explains: “In the weeks following 
Christmas last year, we received 
almost 600 calls from owners wanting 
to give up their dog. 

“That is so sad as dogs deserve to be 
treated as a member of the family. 
They aren’t disposable commodities; 
they are a huge commitment and 
should be for life.”

CHILDREN’S 
hospice charity Ty 
Hafan is upcycling 
items donated to its 
shops to create a 
stylish range of 
homeware, gifts 
and accessories - 
just in time for 
Christmas.

NRW insists it 
has the expertise 
to examine plant 
at Barry docks 


NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
has strongly refuted 
the suggestion it 
does not have the 
expertise to monitor 
the Biomass UK No 
2 Ltd site at Barry 
docks. 

The Welsh 

Government-sponsored 
body - its responsibilities 
include acting as a 
regulator to protect the 
environment - had come 
under fire from Plaid 
Cymru councillors in the 
Vale. 

Following NRW’s 
announcement that it was 
minded to grant an 
environmental permit to 
Biomass UK No 2 Ltd, 
the chairman of the 
environmental and 
economic scrutiny 
committee, Cllr Vincent 
Bailey, invited the 
organisation to attend a 
meeting. 

Plaid councillors 
Millie Collins and 
Steffan Wiliam took the 
opportunity to put 
questions to the NRW 
representative. 

Cllr Collins sought 
assurances from NRW 
over monitoring and 
safety and Clh* Wiliam, 
who was unhappy with 
the response, said: “It’s 
obvious from your 
answers that NRW has 
neither the expertise nor 
the capacity to monitor

even the recent blaze in 
Llandow, let alone the 
issue of dredging and 
dumping in the Bristol 
Channel, and certainly 
not this incinerator.” 

While questioning 
NRW’s representative, 
Cllr Wiliam highlighted 
what he believes is a 
potential conflict of 
interest, saying: “NRW 
sells biomass. Therefore, 
this incinerator is a 
potential new customer 
of NRW who therefore 
have a financial interest 
in approving this. 

“When such serious 
doubts are cast upon your 
ability to monitor, as well 
as your potential 
financial interest, it’s 
clear that NRW is unfit to 
decide on the granting of 
the licence.” 

Following the 

meeting, Cllr Wiliam 
reiterated his doubts 
relating to NRW’s ability 
to monitor the plant. 

He said it was Clh* Nic 
Hodges who raised the 
issue of the use of 
draining tanks as a safety 
measure, and not NRW. 


He said: “This begs 
the question, what else 
have they missed?” 

But Nadia De Longhi, 
the operations manager 
for Natural Resources 
Wales, insisted NRW 
was examining all the 
relevant material and had 
the expertise required to 
monitor the site. 

She explained: “All 
our decisions on permit 
applications are made 
after analysing all 
relevant facts, evidence 
and data. 

“At this stage, there is 
no evidence that the plant 
cannot operate to legal 
and environmental 
standards. The purpose 
of this latest consultation 
is to give people an 
opportunity to provide 
any evidence we have 
not seen or considered so 
far. 

“There is no conflict 
of interest as the plant is 
not going to burn 
biomass but chipped 
waste wood from 
household and industrial 
sources, like doors and 
fence panels. 

“Regarding the tank, it 
is not a significant 
change to the overall 
proposal and it has no 
impact on the overall 
dispersion of any 
emissions. 

“We strongly disagree 
that NRW doesn’t have 
the expertise or capacity 
to monitor the site 
effectively.” 


Council ‘looks at 

THE Vale Council is working with 
independent technical consultants 
on developing a new parking 
strategy for the county. 

The strategy will set out principles 
for addressing a number of issues 
including provision of residents only 
and other controlled parking, parking 
enforcement, the management and 
security of the Council’s car parks, 
coach parking at resorts, and the 
potential for generating revenue to 
help fund the Vale’s transport 
infrastructure through parking charges. 

Miles Punter, Director of 
Environment, said: “Some of our 
residents’ most common concerns 
relate to parking issues. 

“With ever increasing car numbers 
we must find the most efficient use of 


parking strategy’ 

space we can and this will only be 
possible through a coherent and 
strategic approach. 

“Given the Council’s current 
budgetary position, generating revenue 
that can help support our transport and 
highways services will obviously be 
part of the discussion. 

“We will be looking closely at the 
approach of other local authorities and 
in particular at successful examples of 
managing town centre parking.” 

Consultation with key stakeholders, 
including local traders, will begin early 
in the New Year and it is anticipated 
that a report setting out the principles 
for a new parking strategy will be 
presented to the Council’s cabinet in 
spring 2018.

Turn off all gas 
appliances and do not use 
again until they are 
checked by the engineer; 
Do not operate any 
electrical appliances or 
turn any switches on or 
off; Open doors and 
windows to ventilate the 
property; Evacuate the 
building as soon as you 
can and keep people 
away from the area.

He said: “Once again 
the applicants seem to be 
running off ahead of a 
licence being granted, 
and it is little wonder 
people think this is a 
done deal. 


“I have called in a 
number of planning 
applications related to 
the incinerator, which 
will be discussed at 
planning committee 
shortly.” 

“But this one, in 
particular, raises serious 
questions which need to 
be answered. 

He added: “I have to 
give high praise indeed 
to DIAG for their efforts 
and we mustn’t leave any 
stone unturned in the 
battle to stop this 
monstrosity.” 

Biomass UK No 2 Ltd 
says the operation of the 
facility would not be 
hazardous to the health 
of people and the plant 
would be strictly 
monitored under the 
terms of a licence.

Ryan reaches UK

BRIDGEND’S Ryan Day reached the 
semi-finals of one of snooker’s ‘triple 
crown’ of major tournaments for the first 
time with a fine performance in the UK 
Championship at York. 

The 37-year-old from Pontycymer beat five 
opponents on his way to a semi-final clash with 
England’s Shaun Murphy. 

But Murphy - 13 places ahead of Day in the 
world rankings - produced some great snooker to 
emerge a deserved 6-3 winner and earn a place in 
the final, where he lost 10-5 to Ronnie O’Sullivan. 

Murphy was close to his fluent best against Day, 
stroking in two centuries and further breaks of 89 
and 73.
